extent. Even though a great num-
ber of men belonging to the untrain-
ed landstrum are among the volun
teers, yet It must be considered that
from reliable estimates the number
of untrained landsturm men between
the ages of 20 and 45 Is at least

men. The great majority
of these volunteers have the words

Landsturm with weapon" written
on their military papers must be re-
garded as Immediately eligible for
service. The minority which is des-
ignated as "Landsturm without wea-
pon" are liable for service In the con
necting troops behind the lines, or
for other military purposes.

The number of Austro-Hungarla- n

Lanrlsturtn men not yet called out is
estimated at 6,000,000 men, thus
bringing up the total for the two
countries to 12,000,000 men liable
to be drilled. Deducting from this
amount part of the number of volun
